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Slack Water Navigation is by Far 
Preferable to System of “Canal­ 
ization.'’ says Report 


The Lake Superior and Mississippi 
River Canal commission, appointed iii 
1909 by Gov. John A. Johnson, at 
the request of the legislature, has 
filed its report with the legislature, 
declaring a channel to connect the 
upper Mississippi river with the head 
of Lake Superior is feasible. 
The 
commission asks for an appropriation 
of $15,000 for a survey of the upper 
Mississippi from St. Paul to Sandy 
lake; for $5,000 for the removal of 
sunken logs impeding navigation of 
the river above Little Falls, and for 
the creation of a Lake Superior and 
upper Mississippi river tran sp o rta­ 
tion and improvement fund. 
It sug­ 
gests this fund can he created by 
setting aside 5 per cent of the gross 
earnings tax. 
The commission believed the provid­ 
ing of slack w ater navigation along 
the n atural course of the Mississippi 
river from St. Paul to Sandy lake by 
locks and dams is by far preferable 
to the system of canalization. 
It is 
said the canal plan would provide a 
shorter route, hut would be more ex­ 
pensive to m aintain than the river s 
course. 
The $15,000 appropri ttlog 
asked also ineldes provision for o b ­ 
ta in in g estimates of the cost of lock 
dams along the river. 
It 
is con­ 
tended these dams would furnish im­ 
mense power for m anufacturing pu r­ 
poses and would enable th? tran s­ 
mission of electrical power to villages 
w ithin IOO miles of the river. 
The members of the commission 
who made tile report, are- Captain A. 
H. Reed, Glencoe: Jam es Al. Euler, 
Brainerd: L. W. Collins, Minneapolis: 
[and A.S. Cutler, of the engineering 
university. 
Governor Eberhart acted as ch air­ 
man of the commission and A. ll 
Reed was chairm an of t v executive 
committee. 
The report calls attention to the re ­ 
port of the Windom com mittee of 
Hie United States Senate in 1872, say­ 
ing the most feasible channel of com­ 
merce to he created or improved by 
the national government were the 
Mississippi and a continuous w ater 
line from the Mississippi river to 
New York by way of the Northern 
lakes. 
Attention is also called to 
the government exam inations and the 
surveys of possible locations for a 
canal to connect the Mississippi with 
the G reat Lakes. 
The report reads* 


“ As a w aterways artery of com­ 
merce from St. Paul to the proposed 
junction of the proposed canal, your 
commission finds th at to provide for 
slack w ater navigation along the n a t­ 
ural course of the Mississippi river. 
by locks and dams, is by far prefer- 
I able to the system of ‘canalization.' 
While the system of canalization 
might shorten the the distance to 
quite an extent, it would cost much 
more to m aintain than on the riv er’* 
course. 
“ The banks of the Mississippi river 
are generally high above St. Paul, so 
that lock dams along the river, where 
required, could be constructed with 
reasonable expense, for an immense 
w ater power, which would be of great 
value to the state for m anufacturing 
purposes, and for generating elect! ic 
power that could be supplied to vil­ 
lages w ithin a 
hundred 
miles of 
either side of the river. 


In conclusion the commission says 
“ The project of constructing a canal 
connecting Lake Superior with the 
Mississippi river, is not new, but one 
that has been advocated for many 
years by public spirited citizens, not 
only of this state, but thousands of 
those doing business along the river 
from St. Paul to New Orleans. 
The 
Upper Mississippi River Improvement 
association, at its annual 
held at Moline, 111., Oct. 22 and 23, 
I POT. strongly indorsed the project, 
and again at its convention held at 
Clinton, la., in 1908, as well as its 
im portant m eeting at St. Paul tho 
present year. 
Wholesale interests of 
St. 
Paul, Minneapolis and various 
towns along the river have been con­ 
sulted and the general verdict is thai 
the saving in freight charges in *i 
very few years would pay hack the 
entire cost of the canal as well as 
the cost of Improving the river for 
navigation.” 
* Following are the com mittee find­ 
ings and recommendations: 


“ F irst— We find th a t the construc­ 
tion and operation of a canal from the 
head of Lake Superior to upper Miss 
issippi river is feasible. 


“ Second— We find the distance from 
Fond du Lac, at the head of St. Louis 
by, to the Mississippi river, near San­ 
dy lake, according to the government 
engineer's report, to be sixty-eight 
miles. 
“ Third—-We find by the same engi­ 
neer's report that the construction of 
a seven-foot barge canal would cost 
$9,762,475, and that 
a steam boat 
canal would cost in round num ber; 
$ I 6,000,000. 
“ F o u rth — We find th a t the distance ,• 
by tho Mississippi river to be from } — 
Sandy lake, the proposed junction of j 
the canal, to St. Paul, 255 miles. 
“ While it may be beyond the re- I 
quirem ents of this commision to rec- , 
ommend certain action by your legis- 
lative body, we beg your indulgence j 
In m aking the following recommenda- j 
Hon:
